Further, it is submitted Yamazaki in 
combination Kihira et al. teach forming a first or target film in a chamber, installing 
a subtrate into the chamber after the first or target film is formed, and forming 
second film over a surface of the substrate using the first or target film and a gas 
in the same chamber.
